The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims recite the limitation of a pattern formed on each of the 4 

layers of semiconductor wafer. The patterns cooperate to form a rectangular frame and 

relative alignment accuracy is found. 

The above features, as explicitly recited, and in combination with the other 

elements of the claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the nearest prior art of the 

record. 

Morikawa (5308682) teaches forming patterns on semiconductor wafers but does 
not teach that the wafers form a rectangular frame nor does it teach the patterns 
claimed in the independent claims of the applicant.
